It will mean going 
through this calendar year on taxes already levied 
a:.d being paid, and starting next year with lower 
taxes definitely promised. 
It ha' been a long time since the American people 
have had an opportunity to plan their next year’s 
b i'dness activities with the bright and definite pros- 
p?*ct of lower taxes. 
It is an outlook calculated to 
f ’insulate greater enterprise, 
risk-taking 
and 
job- 
making -and quite likely to produce expanding reve- 
r. ie* from an expanding business volume. 
Of course, it should be remembered particularly 
that the President’s refusal to approve the tax bill was 
ba ed primarily on the thesis that the government 
rr.u t continue to take great gobs of the people’s in- 
c me so they will not spend the money foolishly and 
brine about inflation 
This obviously may mean that 
ch pite the unexpected surplus he will resolutely fight 
• gainst the enactment of the same measure now.

China Passes The Hat 
It was to be expected that the

check the advance of communism in Greece would 
stim ulate other nations to seek American funds, o s­ 
t e n s i b l y for the same purpose.

i w come in. from Vice President Sun Fo in China. 
Dr 
Sun says China may go communist unless the 
In n e d States helps, and that Manchuria. China’s 
main industrial potential, may come under Soviet 
domination. 
In considering his request, it is necessary to note 
the .significant differences between China and Greece. 
Not the least of these differences is the practical one 
of *ize. 
China’s area and population are between 
SO and IOO times as great as those of Greece, and the 
coct of effective aid to her—granting that such aid 
could be effective 
would be propor lion ally greater. 
There i s less indication of Russian influence on 
Chinese than on Greek communists. 
Tile civil war 
be’ween the Kuommtang and the Chinese communists 
began long before the war with Japan and seems to 
have changed little. 
If there has* been widespread 
hid to the Chinese communists by Russia, Marshall 
and other American diplomats who have been on the 
scene have not divulged the fact. 
The government of China may be no worse than 
th a ’ of Greece, but men like Generals Stilwell and 
Marshall, among others, have found it less willing to 
agree to reforms without which American ald would 
nqf be effective. 
American taxpayers have a right to insist that 
ar.v money this nation gives shall not be used to 
strengthen th* grip of a one-party dictatorship, but. 
t » promote greater economic recovery. 
If the Chinese 


I 
\em inent will work out a constructive plan. Ameri­ 
can Taxpayers might not be violently opposed to toss­ 
ing a few millions in C hinas hat, but they are tired 
of paving wartime taxes for handouts tooth er nations.

The court held unconstitutional the 1910 
J .re escape act as “class legislation,** insofar as It 
recured escape* on hotels charging $2 or more a day 
! >r r>Miens arid mad*’ no provision for the protection of 
guests in cheaper hotels. 
The court had to pass* on the law as it stood, and 
existing law in Georgia apparently was as antiquated 
a r d inadequate to public safety a.* any hotel without 
rr. jdern fire protect ion for guest'. 
It is indeed start­ 
ling ’ha? the law wa* written to afford protection only 
to a bet ter-paying class of hotel guests and had no 
r* card to the cheaper type of hostelry which might 
be assumed ’o hold greater fire hazards. 
In effect, it s e e m e d to warn the public that the 
ample 
i7e of his pocketbook was a hotel guest’s best 
available fire protection. 
Bad laws may present a greater menace to the 
public welfare than unsafe buildings. 
The decision 
ii. the Georgia ease should arouse public interest 
everywhere to the measure of protection afforded by 
laws affecting public safety.

and still has scar* of evidence of 
being shot when he attem pted to 
disarm an autom obile thief In front 
of th e Pooter Building on South 
M echanic S treet 15 to 20 years ago. 
His assailant wa* arrested two days 
later in O akland while robbing a 
gasoline station. 
"T h at fellow had his gun against 
my belly and w hen I pushed down 
on tt, he fired. I t h it me in the 
finger and left leg.* T reiber recalls, 
exhibiting a scar on his left hand. 
Topple Into River 
T he A ssistant C hief’s first broken 
arm in line of duty cam e 30 to 35 
years ago when he and a m an he 
was arresting on Blue Bridge to p ­ 
pled into th e Potom ac River. 
"I had to club a good bit to get 
him 
to 
headquarters, but

him th ere.” T reiber rem inisced “I 
didn’t know my arm was broken 
until it started to h u rt and I went 
lo a doctor. 
T he oilier tim e his arm was brok­ 
en was years back when he was 
arresting another m an. T h a t tim e 
"we both rolled clean to th e bottom 
of th e steps ” 
C hief T reiber recalls th a t one m an 
he arrested after shooting a police­ 
m an to d eath was lynched 
“G ust Baker was shot and kill­ 
ed and I arrested a colored m an on 
W ineow S treet th a t night. About 
3 a,rn . I took him over to the county 
jail and th a t night they lynched 
him . 
“I arrested th e fellow th at shot 
Jack 
Soyster, another patrolm an. 
too,” T reiber recalled, "and I got 
th e m an th a t shot Officer George 
B um ill in Black’s G rove in South 
Cum berland." 
“Back in those days we used the 
old Daily News cart Jim Hall used 
to push papers in to the station for 
a patrol wagon. Some days Jim 
would look for the cart and couldn’t 
find it. W e’d have it pushing some­ 
body in to th e station house." 
W ith th e exception of one year 
w hen he served as a deputy sheriff 
under th e late H arry Irvine. Treiber 
has been a m em ber of th e C um ber­ 
land Police D epartm ent. 
Served As Chief 
He was chief once under the late 
M ayor “Jerry" K ane and again u n ­ 
der* th e late M ayor T hom as W 
Koon, serving in th a t post for about 
a year each time. 
W hen th e C um berland Fire De­ 
partm en t was organized he was of­ 
fered th e position of fire chief, he 
recalled last night, but turned it 
down in favor of rem aining a lieut­ 
en an t in the police departm ent. He 
becam e assistant chief in 1936. 
He recalled last night w ith some 
abow of pride th a t he never had 
asked for advancem ent. 
"W hen I ira* policing." Treiber 
said, “everybody you arrested you 
had to fight,’* but last n ight he 
extended his appreciation 
to the 
citizens of C um berland and to m em ­ 
bers of th e Police D epartm ent “for 
being good to me.
